RUSSIAN  GIANT — Used  in  the  silo  either 
alone  or  in  conjunction  with  corn.  It  pro¬ 
vides  excellent  feed  and  gives  a  heavier 
weight  per  acre  in  the  North  than  can  usually 
be  obtained  by  planting  of  corn.  Aside  from 
its  value  in  the  silo,  for  poultry  feeding,  it  is 
second  to  none.  Dry  stalks  make  excellent 
kindling.  Plant  at  the  rate  of  10  pounds  per 
acre. 

Grohoma 

The  new  grain  sorghum.  Produces  a  thick 
leafy  sweet  stalk  four  to  five  and  a  half  feet 
in  height.  Matures  later  than  early  Kaffirs 
and  Feterita.
